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DETAILED ACTION 

1. A preliminary amendment was filed on Feb. 4, 2002. Claims 17-18, 26-28, 30 have been 
canceled. Claims 31-35 have been added. Claims 1-16, 19-25, 29, 31-35 are pending. 



2 . Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 23, 35, drawn to compounds having a piperidinyl core. If this group is elected, a 
further election of a single disclosed species is also required. Generic claims 1-16, 19-22, 24-25, 
29, 3 1-34 reading on compounds with piperidinyl core can be prosecuted to together with the 
elected compounds to the extend of the elected compounds. 

Group II, claims 1-16, 19-22, 24-25, 29, 31-3, drawn to compounds which do not have a 
piperidinyl core. If this group is elected, a further election of a single disclosed species is also 
required. Based on the species election a generic concept will be reconsidered and further 
restriction may be required. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because they are not so linked as to form 
a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 and 13.2. Further, under PCT 
administrative instruction Annex B, section (f) Markush practice, paragraph (f)(i)(B)(v) it was 
stated: 

"When dealing with [Markush] alternatives, if it can be shown that at least one Markush 
alternative is not novel over the prior art, the question of unity of invention shall be 
reconsidered by the examiner." 

In the instant case, it was evidenced that at least one Markush alternative is not novel 
(see US 6,262,069, publish in 1999, WO 99/1 1657, col. 37, example 78 anticipated claim 1). 
Therefore, the distinct and independent inventions are properly restrictable and separate 
examination must be conducted. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR
